tle between t3en. Linevftch's and *he 
Japanese flanking armies is proceel- 
ing twenty miles north of Tie Pass. 
There is no official news on the sub- 
ject.

ward.. Military officials here declare 
that there are now 268,000 men at 
General Lfnevitch's disposal in Man- 
churia, and it Is believed that this 
force will be .sufficient to cause the 
Japanese'to exercise greater caution 
in their pursuit.

downfall was inevitable from a mili- 
tary standpoint,.nevertheless It has 
aroused syjfipa-thy in circles familiar 
wfth-.the long campaign that has been 
waged against Klitn by the general 
staff. General .Sakharoff was his open 
enemy and General pragomiroff his 
most severe critic; ami many of his 
own subordinates were jealous and 
grudgdlngry obedient.

"ON TO HARBIN," THE CRY. 


' Tokyo, March 18—The talk among 
the Japantese now is that success 
against the Russians must be pushed 
to the utmost possibilities. 


"On to Harbin," is tne popular cry 


everywhere. The Japanese are firmiy 
convinced that Harbin, which has been 
used as a Russian base of operations, 
must be captured. Whether the Jap- 
anese should attempt to penetrate fur- 
ther into the territory once dominated 
by-Russia, is a question that wdl not' 
be answered until Harbin is taken. If 
popular sentiment is allowed to gov- 
ern there js little doubt that the order 
to push on,to Harbin will be given as 
soon as "the present army which the 
Japanese have been pursuing for so 
many days is completely disposed of. 


Little is known here, beyond the 


facts of the general withdrawal of the 
Russians and that pursuit is still con- 
tinuing, "fhere have been no definite 
reports even as to the number of pris- 
oners taken in the later movements or 
the amount orsupplies captured. Some 
estimate "the number of prisoners as 
high as 20,000. 


Nothing is known either as to the

patch from Chehgtufu reports Russian 
rear guard ia constant action. Soldiers 
wounded in the last fight to the num- 
ber of 1,700 were dispatched north 
from Tie pass on March 15. The 
morning of March 15 the Japanese 
made their 'principal attack on the 
Russian left and in the evening at- 
tacked the right also. It is reported 
that several columns of Japanese in- 
fantry, with cavalry, are moving north 
a considerable distance west of the 
railroad with the intention of cutting 
the Russians,-from their base. It 
seems evident that the advance move- 
ment of the Japanese has continued 
for a long time, and perhaps uninter- 
ruptedly.

He said: "We 
rank as one of the great naval powers 
of the earth, and we rank as a power 
for peace. The navy is the arm of all 
others upon which this nation must 
depend to defend it against all foreign 
aggressors.

Telegrams received Friday evening 


by Mrs. W. A. Sprague and Mr. E. T 
Johnson, announced the death of Mr 
Charles 
C. Rankin, which occurred 


Friday morning at Pasadena, Gal. 


Charles C. Rankin was a native of 


Licking county, where he had Llived 
practically all his life. He was "born 
at Brownsville, on the National Pike, 
August 6, 1846. He was a son of the 
late Charles D. Rankin- a prominent 
citizen, of that locality. In addition to 
his immediate family, consisting of 
his wife and one son Woodruff, he has 
two brothers, 
Messrs. George and 


William B. Rankin of Brownsville. 


Mr. Rankin came to Newark about 


thirty-five years ago, where he has liv- 
ed ever since, being engaged in the 
grocery business since that time up to 
his retirement from' business 
about 


two years ago. He was married on 
October 28. 1885, to Miss Eliza John- 
son, daughter 
of the later 
Luther 


Johnson, and a sister of Ernest T 
Johnson, the well-known druggist of 
this city. One child, a son, was the 
fruit of this union. The bereaved 
wife and son were with Mr. Rankin at 
the time- of his death. 


For a year or two past the deceased 


had been in failing health. 
On the 


first of last November he went with 
his family to Colorado Springs. Colo., 
for the benefit of his health, as be was 
threatened with lung trouble. The 
altitude there, however, was too high, 
and he went to Los Angeles, Gal., and 
aftewards to' Pasadena, 
Cal... where 


the Messenger of Death overtook him. 


The remains will be brought here 


for interment., leaving Pasadena on 
Sunday, and will probably arrive here 
the latter part of the week- 


The deceased, for many years, was 


one of the most active and successful 
business men of Newark, and by his 
integrity and good management had 
accumulated an estate of about 550. 
000.Mr. Rankin was a gallant veteran of 
the late civil war, enlisting 
in the 


Union army when a mere boy, and 
serving throughout the war with great. 
distinction and credit to himself. In 
addition to other service in the army 
he suffered as a prisoner in Anderton- 
ville prison. 
Mr. Rankin was a well-known mem- 


ber of the Benevolent and Protective 
Order of Elks, the Royal 
Arcanum, 


and the Grand Army of the Republic. 


Attorney Wayne Collier, who is Mr. 


Rankin's business agent, says that the 
time for holding the funeral will be 
announced as soon as it is known 
when the body will arrive here.
